‘the reason the Light and Water Board 
owes the City of Elba money is because 
when the system was incorporated, it took 
over the water system from the City for 
a stipulated amount. These payments which 
provide money to finance many city ser- 
vices come from profit made on the sale 
of electric current. 

;. Legally the city and the light and wa- 
ter board are separate corporations. How- 
ever, the city council holds the trump cards. 
They can increase membership of the board 
as they have recently and manipulate it in 
other ways. Once the bonded indebtedness 
is paid off, the council can abolish the Light 
and Water Board if they wish and assume 
responsibility for management themselves 
However, it will be a long time before the 
bonds are retired. In the meantime users of 
electric power will be paying the lion’s| 
share of the city’s operating expenses.
